In addition, new claim 1 1 has been drafted to incorporate the 
combined subject matters of claims 1 and 5. By virtue of the cancellation of claims 4 and 5, 
claim 6 has been made dependent from claim 1. In addition, new claim 12 has been drafted to be 
drawn to the subject matter of claim 6, and is dependent on new independent claim 1 1 . 

In view of the above, all of the pending claims now contain subject matter indicated by 
the Examiner as being allowable.
